Le Dain CommissioB's Decima llBdur Attack 


The more we read, study and research the recent 
report of the Le Dain Commission's recommendations 
on drugs, the more it appears the Canadian public are 
being hoodwinked into v^at the modernists call . a 
way of life". 

The criticisms are broken down into three phases. 
The non-scientific community, the scientific commun¬ 
ity and the medical community. Our research incftcates 
that all communities, including the report of the Attorn¬ 
ey General of Prince Edward Island, agree drugs could 
serve no useful purpose to Canadian society if legalized 
and bring only untold misery, poverty, hardships and 
increase medical-mental disorders. 

The Non-Scientific Community 

Those scholarly citizens of good incomes, who free¬ 
ly are devoting their time to a study of narcotics in all 
phases and the Le Dain report, ask a simple question - 
"Why?" 

They ask through questionaires and surveys, many 
pointed questions and the answers would sum up a soc¬ 
iety that is frustrated, confused, soft, disoriented and 
without any motive to earn a happy future with some 
gumption and individualism. 

The surveys also indicate the prosperity of the past 
has, in the case of Rome at its height of glory, initiated 
a slow decay of morals and a loose way of life which 
generates daily into a society seeking unlawful thrills. 
Society to day is not, on a majority level, seeking healthy 
recreation although great efforts are being made by 
government and organizations to provide such facilities. 

Blame for social conditions also rest with credit buy¬ 
ing where both parents must work for family survival, 
with children not securing the best of parental advice 
and control - at home.

Proud Ones Suffer 
In New "Hard Times" 

For most people, and especially 
for Canadians, spring is usually a 
time of hope. The ice and snow 
h«ve gone, or are going. The days 
are lengthening, the sun is streng¬ 
thening. 

The world is coming aMve again, 
with the first Mnts of new growth. 

But for a great many people in 
this land of ours, this spring offers 
little but doubt and despair. There 
Is a dark shadow lying across this 
relatively clean country of ours. 
It’s name is Unem(doyment. 

For the first time in a generar 
tioo, Canada, this vast and wealthy 
country, is facii^ the hard facts 
that its economy is in rou^ shape. 

Thousands of university gradu¬ 
ates will be scrambling for tk? 
jobs that will absorb half of them. 
Thousands of students will be com¬ 
peting fm- jobs for a quarter of 
them. Thousands of skilled work¬ 
ers will be ready to try ai^thing 
to make a living.

She took in boarders, and we kids 
doubled iq>. She sold home baking. 
She went out and knocked on doors, 
selling cosmetics to women who 
couldn’t afford a box of face pow¬ 
der. 

What it cost her I oan only im¬ 
agine. But somehow we staggered 
through. Going “on relief’ was a 
disgrace to her, and we never fell 
that low. She invented new culin¬ 
ary triunq^ like potato-stdn hash 
(when th^ was no meat) and 
porridge soup (when there was no 
meat or vegetMiies.) 

Today, going on relief, 
fare, doesn't seem to bother many 
peo|:te. In fact, for many it is a 
way of life and they feel no oppro¬ 
brium or discamfort. Their attit¬ 
ude is that the world owes them a 
living, no matter how stupid or 
useless or lazy they are. 

But it’s the proud ones who are 
hurt. A friend oi mine was a pro- 
duction mnnafar, workup in big 


mdustry. He was a goad one. Sud¬ 
denly, Ms job diffa’t exist. He’s 
tried with all his energy for months 
to find something. ‘There’s nothing. 
He's bitter.

We have received from the medical head of one of our 
government departments an audio tape from the “Commission 
f<r Continuing Education” entitled “Marijuana and Driving 
I^ormance” directed by Dr. Joseph A. Davis, Professor of 
Legal Medicine, University of Miami and Chief Mienical Examiner, 
EMe County, Florida. He and Ms staff have been Conducting 
experiments of students who are taking drugs.
